Coweta, I. T ., the past week was 
Charles G. Hamilton, the Buckner 
farmer, who, in September, 1S98, 
sliot and wounded Mary Charlton 
and John Mart*n, the son of the 
postmaster at Buckner. 
Miss Charlton and Mr. Martin 
were driving home from an enter­ 
tainment at Buckner, when Ham­ 
ilton rode up behind them and be­ 
gan shooting at them with a re­ 
volver. 
Martin was only slightly 
wounded in the left shoulder, but 
Miss Carlton was hit in the back 
and seriously hurt. Both recovered. 
Hamilton’s defense was that he 
thought Martin was driving away 
in 
his 
buggy, 
which 
had been 
stolen. 
He was tried in the crim­ 
inal court May 6, 1899. for shoot­ 
ing Miss Charlton, and was sen­ 
tenced to nine months in the coun­ 
ty jail. 
He was released January 
30, 
1900, and was 
arrested for 
shooting John Martin. 
He gave a 
$5,000 
bond 
for 
appearance 
in 
court and his case was set for trial 
October 15. 
Soon after getting out of jail 
Hamilton disposed 
of 
his 
farm 
property near Buckner and started 
overland for Texas. 
He said he 
would return in time for his trial. 
The dispatch telling of the C o w ­ 
eta murder says that the murdered 
man had a wagon and three horses. 
Robbery could not have been the 
motive of the murder, as the man’s 
horses were not taken and there 
was $35 in currency in his pockets. 
He was shot twice and pushed over 
in his camp fire and his face was 
badly burned. Hamilton lived near 
Buckner many years. He is a wid­ 
ower and has a grown son and 
daughter, who live near Buckner. 
He is about 55 years old.

Saturday morning he went to the 
church, taking his 5-year-old little 
girl with him.

pew below. 
'The man fastened the bell rope 
about his neck. 
“ Good-by, A n ­ 
nie,” he called, “ papa is going to 
swing. 
Then he jumped off. 
A 
wild clang marked his leap. 
VV^ondering and fearful,the little 
girl 
watched 
the 
body 
of 
her 
father jerking spasmodically in the 
air while the bell above rang out 
an unholy triumph over a soul’s 
disgrace.

villagers, alarmed at the 
noise of the bell, 
rushed to the 
church. 
A s they entered the bell 
had almost ceased to ring and Pir- 
tle'was dead.
